One of the three American 
ships, the missile destroyer 
Strauss, also shot a Harpoon on 
the Sahand, Howard said. “All 
the ordnance appear; to have hit 
the frigate and it’s heavily 
damaged. It's on fire at the 
moment," the Pentagon spokes- 
man said. 

He said the incident occurred 
about 10 miles southwest of 
Larak island in the Strait of Hor- 
muz at the mouth of the Gulf. 

The attack on the Iranian 
frigate came hours after US for- 
ces attacked and destroyed two 
Iranian oil platforms in the Gulf 
in retaliation for the destruction 
of the USS Samuel B. Roberts by 
a mine last week. 

White ^ House spokesman 
Marlin Fitzwater announced 
that six American warships 
attacked the Sirri and Sassan oil 
installations in the southern 
Gulf, said to have doubled as 
armed radar facilities used to 
coordinate attacks on Gulf ship- 
ping, 

Fitzwater said the White 
House had "conclusive 
evidence” that Iran had laid the 
mine that hit the Roberts and 
had laid other mines in the area. 

"The government of Iran has 
repeatedly been warned about 
the consequences of such hostile 
acts,” he said. “Ouractions... are 
designed and intended to deter 
further Iranian mining." 

Fitzwater reported that 
President Reagan decided on the 
attack lastiugni during meetings 
in the private 'residence of the 
White House. 

Response 

The attack on the Iranian plat- 
forms in the Gulf was a 
“measured response” for the 
mining of an American frigate, 
US officials said. 

The action triggered a succes- 
sion of apparent retaliatory raids 
by Iran, though Defence 
Secretary Frank Carlucci repor- 
ted almost six hours into the 
operation that there had been no 
American casualties. 

In response to threats and hos- 
tile fire, Carlucci and Admiral 
William Crowe, Chairman of the 
Joint* Chiefs of Staff said one 
Iranian patrol boat bad been 
sunk ana missiles fired at two 
Iranian F-4 fighters that closed 
on the cruiser USS Wainwright. 

Howard said there were no 
American casualties or any 
damage to the US aircraft in the 
latest exchange. He said (here 
have been no casualties in any of 
the actions that have taken place 
since early this morning. 

He said the Iranian frigate had 
moved out of the Iranian port of 
Bandar Abbas into the strait. 


Howard said the A-6 intruder 
aircraft were from the US air- 
craft carrier Enterprise, which 
has been on patrol jn the north- 
ern Arabian Sea. He said the ~ 
A-6s normally fly patrol over the 
Gulf. 

Iran countered with 
retaliatory strikes directed at Lhe 
American -flagged tugboat Willy 
Tide, which was hit by three Iran- 
ian speedboats, the While House 
said. 

Ablaze 

Shipping sources said Iranian 
gunboats also attacked the US- 
operated Mubarak oil field, the 
British-flagged York Marine, 
fully laden with crude oil. near 
Qatar, and a Cyprioi-flag mer- 
chant vessel. 

The York Marine under char- 
ter to Petroship Partners of New 
York, was ablaze and its crew 
had abandoned the ship, a spok- 
esman for York Marine said. 

Iranian gunboats also 
attacked the Cypriot-flag mer- 
chant ship Omnium Pride in the 
Strait of Hormuz today, ship- 
ping sources said. 

They said the 25,039-ton 
Omnium Pride, carrying fertil- 
iser from the UAE port of 
Ruweis, was attacked al about 
4:20 pm ( 1 2 20 GMT). There were 
no reports of casualties. 

Shipping sources said a third 
oil platform at Raksh was also on 
fire, apparently confirming a 
Tehran Radio report of US' for- 
ces attacking three Iranian oil 
platforms. But US officials said 
they were not aware of an assault 
on a third platform. 

Iran also reported US helicop- 
ters late yesterday exchanged fire 
with Iranian forces on the 
strategic Iranian-occupied Faw 
peninsula in southern Iraq, 
where Iraqi forces launched an 
offensive early yesterday. US 
officials said they were not aware 
of any US involvement in Faw. 

Iran, in a statement reported 
by the Islamic Republic News 
Agency, called the US attacks” 
an empty bravado" and “a weak 
ballyhoo which will not go unan- 
swered.” It also said the United 
States and Iraq, Tehran’s foe in 
nearly eight years of fighting in 
the Gulf, were conspiring against 
Iran and said Washington would 
not be able to save the Baghdad 
regime from defeat 

Tehran Radio said Iran’s 
Revolutionary Guards Corps 
was calling for fresh volunteers 
to go to the Gulf to fight US 
forces. 

US officials said there were no 
American casualties when the 
US forces destroyed the oil plat- 
forms at Sirri and Sassan — one

‘KAC to resume Asian flights from April 24* 

Air fares will go up

ALL airlines operating from 
Kuwait will stop discounted 
fares in the summer. 

One airline. Air India, will 
implement the ban on discounts 
from Wednesday, April 20, for 
all its flights to India. 

All passengers travelling in the 
peak holiday season — May to 
September — will have to pay full 
IATA fares. 

A travel agency source said the 
airlines will implement a ‘‘unan- 
imous decision" to stop dis- 
counts on all routes from May 1 5 
to Sept 31. The decision was 
taken at a series of meetings held 
by airline representatives in 
Kuwait. 

Verbal 

An Air India spokesman said 
discounts will be stopped “only 
to India" from April 20.. 
However, travel agents contac- 
ted by the Arab Times said: “Air 
India gave verbal instructions to 
stop discounting for all destina- 
tions.” The full fare ticket to 
Bombay costs KD 1 97, instead of 
a lower rate of between KD125 
and K D 1 50. Goa-bound passen- 
gers will pay about KD225 ins- 
tead of the discounted rate of 
KD 1 75 paid at present. 


Air India last Wednesday 
implemented the ban on dis- 
counts in the morning and rescin- 
ded the decision by 4 pm the same 
evening. Last year, the Civil 
Aviation banned discounts; foll- 
owing severe criticism in the 
media the decision was withdr- 
awn. 

A Kuwait Civil Aviation spok- 
esman declined to comment on 
the reported decision to ban dis- 
counts. However, sources close 
to the Civil Aviation department 
said the matter is “under con- 
sideration.” 

Discounts 

Travel agent sources also said 
British Airways. Olympic Air- 
ways and all European carriers, 
will stop discounts during the 
peak travel season which lasts 
from May to September. A Lon- 
don- bound passenger who buys 
a ticket forKDl 85 now will have 
to pay the full fare of KD295.200 
from a ticket valid for 90 days. 

Travel agents claim that KAC 
flights to the eastern sector will 
resume from April 24. 

“The computer system shows 
that KAC would accept book- 
ings on the Far Eastern sector 
from April 24,” said one agent. 
KAC, when contacted, declined 
to comment.

TEL AVIV, April 18, (Reuter): 
Israel ordered the killing of 
Palestinian guerrilla commander 
Khalil Al Wazir at his Tunis 
home on Saturday. Israeli sour- 
ces said. 

Some Israeli sources said Al 
Wazir, military deputy of PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat, was 
machinegunned to death in a 
combined operation of the Mos- 
sad secret service, a naval unit 
and an elite Array unit. 

Critics abroad of the attack 
have widely assumed it was 
staged by Israel, but authorities 
here made no comment in the 
immediate aftermath of the kill- 
ing, which provoked the worst 
day of violence in the four-month 
Palestinian uprising in the 
occupied territories. 

Authorised 

Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir, speaking at a closed 
meeting with visiting American 
Jews, described a report by the 
US television network NBC that 
he personally authorised the 
operation as “a load of non- 
sense,” his spokesman said. 

However, right-wing Trade 
and Industry Minister Ariel 
Sharon .sought to justify the 
assassination and said he sup- 
ported the "elimination” of 
other guerrilla chiefs. 

"Few peoplehad somuch Jew- 
ish and non-Jewish blood on 
their hands.” Sharon told repor- 
ters on a tour of northern Israel. 

“I think that without doubt 
justice was done for the many 
who were murdered, both Jewish 
and Arab, in the land of Israel." 

In line with the government’s 
official ambiguity, Sharon 


declined lo say directly whether 
Israel was responsible for the 
killing of Wazir. 

But he said: “For many years 1 
have repeatedly . said we must 
take care of and hurt and elimin- 
ate the heads of the murderous 
terrorist organisations.” 

NBC television news reported 
yesterday that Israeli armed for- 
ces Chief of Staff, Lt Gen. Dan 
Shomron helped plan the mis- 
ison, and said that Prime Mini- 
ster Yitzhak Shamir sent a con- 
gratulatory cable to the troops 
who carried it out. 

Resembled 

The network said Shamir was 
“overjoyed” there were no Israeli 
casualties and quoted him as tell- 
ing Shomron: “This shows Israel 
can still strike far and fast.” 

NBC reported on Saturday 
that Shamir, Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres and Defence Mini- 
ster Yitzhak Rabin approved his 
assassination, following a bus 
hijack by PLO guerrillas in 
Israel’s southern Negev desert 
last month in which three Israelis 
died. 

Israeli military experts said the 
killing closely resembled a daring 
1973 operation in which Israeli 
commandos raided Beirut and 
killed three senior PLO officials. 

Tunisian police said they 
found two Volkswagen mini- 
buses and a Peugeot saloon car 
used by Wazir’s assassins near a 
beach north of Tunis, suggesting 
the hit squad left by sea. 

PLO officials say at least 30 
highly-trained commandos were 
involved. Two Palestinian 
bodyguards and a Tunisian 
chauffeur were also killed. 


Last Iranian 
defence line 
on Faw 
destroyed 

BAGHDAD, April 18, (Reuter): 
Iraq said today its troops had 
destroyed the last Iranian defen- 
sive perimeter on its southern 
Faw peninsula and were purging 
the remaining Iranian forces 
from the old oil terminal there. 

An Iraqi official said thai 
thousands of Iranian soldiers 
and Revolutionary Guards had 
been killed, wounded or cap- 
tured in the Faw offensive laun- 
ched early yesterday. 

“Our forces have destroyed 
the last Iranian defensive 
perimeter at Faw and they are 
now engaged in purging the last 
enemy packets in the terminal,” 
the official said. 

Iran said heavy fighting was 
continuing on the peninsula, 
which Revolutionary Guards 
occupied after an assault across 
the border Shatt Al Arab water- 
way in February 1986. 

Diplomats in Baghdad said 
Iran had more than 50,000 
troops on the southern part of 
the peninsula, 90 kms (50 miles) 
south of the port of Basra. 

Surprise 

An Iraqi high command com- 
munique said troops of the 
Presidential Guards and the 
Seventh Army Corps had wiped 
out all Iranian forces on the pen- 
insula except for a few isolated 
groups. 

The communique said the firet 
two objectives of the surprise 
offensive had been reached and a 
final target remained. It did not 
elaborate.

Americans told 
to keep 
a low profile 

THE US Ambassador Nathaniel 
Howell has advised all Ameri- 
cans living in Kuwaitto “exercise 
maximum vigilance” in view of 
the prevailing situation in the 
Gulf, sources told the Arab 
Times yesterday. 

The situation suddenly 
escalated on Monday following 
the US Navy attack on an Iran- 
ian oil platform in the Gulf and a 
retaliatory attack by an Iranian 
■gunboat on US-operated oil 
facilities of the emirate of 
Sharjah. 

The Americans have been 
asked to keep a very low profile 
and not to travel in groups while 
visiting suburbs or public places. 


Iranian allegations 
baseless: Kuwait 


Arafat accuses 
US of complicity 


KUWAIT yesterday dismissed 
as untrue the Iranian allegations 
that Kuwait’s Bubiyan island 
was used by the Iraqi forces in 
their onslaught on the Faw pen- 
insula. 

A Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man cautioned that the Iranian 
allegations implied aggressive 
intentions against Kuwait. 

“Kuwait has been watching 
with deep regret ihe allegations 
by the Iranian media about 
Bubiyan being used in launching 
military operations against Iran- 
ian forces in Lhe Iraqi Faw penin- 
sula,” the spokesman said. 

Denied 

He said that “Kuwait has 
.categorically denied it had all- 
owed the use ofa single inch ofits 
territory in any respect of this 
tragic war” between Iran and 
Iraq. 

The spokesman said the denial 
was “communicated anew” to 
the Iranian government through 
diplomatic channels during a 
meeting between Foreign Minis- 
try Undersecretary Suleiman ' 
Majed Al Shaheen and the Iran- 
ian charge d’affaires. 

He added that Kuwait was 
hoping “the Iranian media will 
discontinue these baseless 


accusations, the repetition of 
which are indicative of 
premeditated intentions by Iran 
to commit new aggression on 
Kuwait under such groundless 
pretexts." 

Iran earlier accused Kuwait of 
allowing Iraqi helicopters to use 
its territory for the offensive on 
the Faw peninsula and warned 
Kuwait to stop immediately. 

The Iranian news agency Ima 
quoted a war information 
headquarters spokesman as say- 
ing Iraq’s use of Bubiyan showed 
Kuwait was "practically siding 
with the Baghdad regime” in the 
war. 

“Obviously the Kuwaiti 
government only stands to lose 
from this hostile act.” 

The Iranian charge d’affaires 
in Kuwait had protested strongly 
to the Kuwaiti Foreign Ministry, 
warning the state to slop allow- 
ing Iraq to use the island or bear 
the consequences, Tehran Radio 
said. 

Bubiyan, 30 km ( 20 miles) nor- 
theast of Kuwait City and a few 
miles from the southern Iran- 
Iraq war front, is a barren strip of 
sand and marsh which has been 
declared a closed military zone 
by Kuwait. 


Hijackers ask for suhour 

Security around Algiers 
airport tightened

ALGIERS. April 18: The hijack- 
ers and hostages aboard the 
Kuwaiti Boeing. 747 began their 
fast today on the first day of 
Ramadan in Algeria, while 
security was tightened around 
the airport with armed 
policemen taking positions on 
the roof of the main terminal of 
the Algiers Houari Boumedienne 
airport and increasing vigilance 
around the aircraft and on the 
airport approach roads. 

Results 

The hijackers asked for 45 
' meals last night for suhour — the 
last meal of the day before the 
dawn to dusk fasL The inter- 
mediaries led by the Algerian 
frontman El Haj, carried four 
messages to the jet yesterday and 
made two trips to the plane 
today, carrying newspapers to 
the gunmen on their request. 
There has been no word about 
the contents of the lalks. 


As the sixth day since lhe 
plane's arrival at Algiers airport 
began, the fact that the only con- 
crete results of Algerian media- 
tion so far — the release of one 
hostage, a doctor's visit to the 
plane and the promise to con- 
tinue negotiations — took place 
within the first two days of the 
plane's arrival, became painfully 
conspicuous. 

This has prompted some 
observers to say that the 
Algerians may have bitten off 
more than they can chew, 
underestimating the difficulties 
involved in this crisis. 

Supporting this view are some 
comments from the Algerians 
who admit that “this case is more 
complicated than any previous” 
they have handled. 

The Algerians still enjoy the 
confidence of both negotiating 
parties but the progress they are 
making as mediators is said to be 
receival with varying degrees of

TUNIS, April 18, (Agencies): 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion chairman Yasser Arafat 
accused the United States of 
complicity in slaying his right- 
hand man and vowed the Pales- 
tinian uprising in the Israeli- 
occupied territories will con- 
tinue. 

It was Arafat’s first public 
statement on Saturday’s early 
morning assassination of Khalil 
Al Wazir, better known as Abu 
Jihad.

He resisted until he was outnum- 
bered by the Israeli M os sad gang 
and his body was riddled with 
tens of bullets,” said the PLO 
chief, who arrived in Tunis on 
Saturday after the assassination. 

Decision 

“The decision was an Israeli 
decision, taken at the highest 
levels of the Israeli leadership, 
with a green light from the 
American administration, 
Israel’s strategic ally,” Arafat 
said. 

Arafat vowed the Palestinian 
uprising in the occupied Gaza 
Strip and West Bank would con- 
tinue despite the assassination, 
which set off some of the worst 


Oil prices 
go up due 
to attack 

LONDON, April 18, (Reuter): 
New attacks in the Gulf sent oil 
prices, the dollar and gold higher 
today, dealers reported. 

A cargo ofNorth Sea crude oil 
traded in Europe at $17.38 a 
barrel for June loading, up nearly

The dollar, earlier depressed 
by bad US trade figures announ- 
ced last Thursday, firmed on the 
reports that an Iranian warship 
attacked an oil platform in the 
US operated Mubarak oilfield in 
the Gulf.

India fails to persuade Washington 

US won’t stop arms to Pakistan 


NEW DELHI, April 18, (UPI): 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
said a Soviet withdrawal from 
Afghanistan would not stop 
Washington from supplying 
arms to Pakistan, despite India's 
attempts to end the aid to its 
archrival, the Press Trust of 
India reported today. 

It was the first official 
statement about prospects of a 
US military cutoff to Islamabad 
since Rajiv discussed the issue 
during a visit earlier this month 
by US Defence Secretary Frank 
(jarlucd. 

“We were given to understand 
that arms supplies to Pakistan 
would bestoppedifSoviet troops 
were pulled out from Afghanis- 
tan, Rajiv Lold the Press Trust 
while returning from a visit to 
Japan and Vietnam. 'It is not 
expected to happen.” 

Washington has supplied 
billions of dollars of military 


equipment to Pakistan because it 
holds her forces must be bol- 
stered to resist Soviet occupation 
troops based in neighbouring 
Afghanistan since Moscow's 
1979 invasion.

It has pledged a further $4.02

New Delhi has criticised 
Washington's waiving in Pakis- 
tan’scaseofUS laws that make it 
illegal to give military assistance 
to any nation that has not signed 
the nuclear non-proliferation 
treaty but might possess atomic 
weaponry. 

“Islamabad insists its nuclear 
programme is peaceful and 
rejects allegations that it is 
developing weapons. India 
detonated a nuclear device in 
1974 and claims it has no atomic 
arsenal, but could build one “if 
constrained to do so.”

Dissident 
cleric blasts 
Khomeini 

NEW YORK. April 18, 
(Reuter): A top Iranian cleric 
blasted Ayatollah Khomeini and 
said Iranian clergymen were 
moderates seeking rappro- 
chement with the West, News- 
week international said. 

Ayatollah Mehdi Rouhani, 
France-based European spokes- 
man for Iran’s grand ayatollahs, 
told the magazine: 

“(Iranian spiritual leader) 
Khomeini is an extremist, a 
revolutionary. And if he has 
created a following abroad it is 
not because he is a man of God. 
but because he is an extremist 
who has no fear of the West 

“He realises that the majority 
of Iran’s clerics have begun to 
turn against him because 
Khomeini’s Islam does not 
correspond to the Islam we 
revere. He follows an Islam that 
promotes hostage takings and 
hijackings,” Rouhani was 
quoted as saying. 

”... I can tell you that the 
majority of the Iranian clergy is 
moderate and favours a rappro- 
chement with the West 

“The real danger to 
(Khomeini’s) regime comes not 
from the Army or the United 
States or Iraq, but from the 
clergy. This is why if 1 was forced 
to return to Iran today I know I 
would be executed.”

On the issue of human rights, 
the United Slates continues to 
push the Soviets on opening up 
on emigration, particularly for 
minority groups such as Armen- 
ians, Jews and ethnic Germans. 

The Soviets appear to have 
decided to take the offensive on 
the human rights issue instead of 
just reacting to American char- 
ges. A Soviet Foreign Ministry 
official said that the United 
States has signed only five of 21 


major international human 
rights documents. Those 
agreements have frequently been 
rejected by Congress because of 
clauses that were seen to be either 
anti-American or anti-Israeli in 
nature. 

With Afghanistan apparently 
off the agenda, the United States 
will continue to push For Soviet 
pressure to bring about a pullout 
ofVIetnaraese forces from Cam- 
bodia and Cuban forces from 
Angola.

Shultz will continue to try to 
stop the Soviets from ending 
what he has called “their foot- 
dragging” on an enforcement 
resolution that would bring pres- 
sure on Iran to join a cease-fire in 
its war with Iraq. 

On arms control, a serious 
hitch has developed in putting 
together a strategic arms reduc- 
tion agreement, which is sup- 
posed to be the centrepiece of the 
Moscow summit, US officials 
say. 

The two sides cannot agree on

Dukakis seeks hGlp 
from actress cousin 


NEW YORK. April 18, 
(Reuter): Democratic presiden- 
tial frontrunner Michael Duk- 
akis called in his Oscar-winning 
actress cousin Olympia as well as 
Senator Edward Kennedy today 

to campaign for him in Tuesday’s 

New York primary. 

Kennedy, a hero to New 
York’s Irish Catholics, planned 
to stump up support in the Bronx 
while Dukakis and his cousin, 
who won an Academy Award for 
her supporting role in “Moon- 
struck”, campaigned in Lower 
Manhattan. 

The Massachusetts Governor, 
according to political commen- 
tators, was aiming to give a touch 
of star quality to his efficient but 
colourless campaign . 

Fight 

Dukakis holds a slim lead over 
black civil rights campaigner 
Jesse Jackson m the race for the 
2,082 convention delegates 
needed to win the Democratic 
nomination at the party conven- 
tion in July. He hoped to stretch 
his lead on Tuesday when New 
York Democrats pick 255 
delegates. 

A Jackson victory would 
throw the light into disarray 
when party leaders desperately 
want to settle the nomination 


and prepare for a tough fight 
against Republican Vice-Presi- 
dent George Bush in the Novem- 
ber presidential election. 

Jackson and Tennessee Sen- 
ator Albert Gore were concen- 
trating their campaigns in New 
York City and its suburbs, which 
account for three out of four 
votes in the state. 

Dukakis seemed more interes- 
ted in firming his support outside 
New York City, planning stops 
in Buffalo, Rochester and 
Syracuse, where polls gave him a 
strong lead over his rivals. 

Dukakis was defending a 
shanking lead in New York. 
Surveys said he led Jackson by 
margins ranging from six to 14 
per cent. Less than a week ago, 
polls gave Dukakis a 15-point 
lead. 

Political experts said a convin- 
cing Dukakis win in New York, 
which sends more convention 
delegates than any state except 
California, would probably be 
Followed by victories in Penn- 
sylvania and-Ohio and the party 
could then nominate Dukakis 
without back-room haggling. 

“If he has a significant win in 
New York, the train really does 
start leaving the station ” said 
Democratic strategist Robert 
Neuman.

ISLAMABAD. April 18. 
(Reuter): Afghan guerrillas held 
the first “cabinet meeting** of a 
provisional government in a 
move diplomats described as a 
bid to unify their seven- party 
alliance. 

"The first cabinet session of 
the provisional government ... 
was held today.” the Pakistan- 
based Islamic Unity of Afghan 
mujahedeen ( I itehad-i- Island), 
fighting to topple the Soviet- 
backed Kabul government, said 
in a statement. 

Diplomats said the wording of 
the statement suggested that it 
was not an official proclamation 
of a provisional government, 
although it indicated such a 
move was near. 

Posts 

The alliance earlier this year 
proposed a transitional govern- 
ment headed by US-educaled 
engineer Ahmad Shah and said it 
would be composed mainly of 
guerrillas and refugees, with only 
a 25 per cent share for “other 
Muslims in Afghanistan.” 

It has rejected an invitation by 
President Najibullah to form a 
coalition government of national 
reconciliation and has vowed to 
continue the nine-year-old war 
until he is toppled 

Today's statement said the 
meeting was presided over by 
Shah, deputy leader of the muja- 
hedeen, and the session was 
inaugurated by alliance chair- 
man Gulbuddin Hekmatyar. 

“In this session questions 


relating to the formation of the 
provisional government and its 
sundry aspects were discussed.” 
the statement said. 

A diplomat said some guerrilla 
leaders wanted appointments to 
the provisional government to be 
approved hy their military com- 
manders inside Afghanistan 
before it was proclaimed. 

Orgnised 

“The meeting shows the muja- 
hedeen are organising them- 
selves and sends a message that 
utey are able to agree on their 
own government, something 
they have been unable to do for 
eight years,” one diplomat said. 

The alliance condemned the 
Geneva agreement signed last 
week because it made no prov- 
ision for a neutral transitional 
government. 

The guerrillas say Najibutlah's 
government was imposed at gun- 
point by Moscow and the withdr- 
awal of an estimated 115,000 
Soviet troops stipulated by the 
accord will not be complete until 
his adminis 1 ration is removed. 

The alliance said later the 
meeting decided to send three 
teams into Afghanistan as soon 
as possible to find a secure place 
toeslablisha provisional govern- 
ment. 

A statement quoted Ahmad 
Shah as saying after the meeting 
that two people from each of the 
seven alliance panics would lake 
part in these missions. 

The cabinet also decided to 
meet once a week. 


Two killed 
in Pakistan 
as rocket 
explodes 

ISLAMABAD. April 18. (UPI): 
A rocket exploded in the hands of 
an expert of an Army disposal 
team clearing ordnance from the 
rubble of an ammunition depot, 
killing two and injuring eight 
others. Defence Ministry and 
hospital sources said. 

The rocket exploded yesterday 
as the Army team was loading it 
aboard a truck for transport to 
Barakahu on the outskirts of 
Islamabad. Unexploded ord- 
nance has been detonated by 
remote control in a massive 
cleanup following the April 10 
fire and explosions at the Ojri 
Army ammunition depot in 
Faizabad. 

At least 100 people were killed 
and 1,100 injured by the 
explosions in Faizabad that 
showered the crossroads town 
and the cities of Islamabad and 
Rawalpindi with rockets, mortar 
and other ordnance. 

President Mohammed Zia-ul- 
Haq on Thursday blamed 
unidentified saboteurs Tor the 
blast al the camp believed to be 
loaded with weapons and 
ammunition for Muslim 
guerrillas in neighbouring Afgh- 
anistan.

In an in lervie w wi th 3 Tunisian 
newspaper published yesterday 
Al Wazir's wife, Umm Jihaa, 
said she also expected to die in 


the assault. 

“We were in the bedroom. My 
husband heard an unusual noise 
at the gate of the villa. He took 
his revolver and I ran out behind 
him shouting ‘what’s happen- 
ing?' " She told the semi-official 
Houria. or Liberty, newspaper. 
“He didn't reply. He stood in the 
comer of the first floorlanding of 
the villa. 1 was at the other end. 

Shots 

“The First one (gunman) fired 
a volley of shots, the second fired 
another, the third still another,” 
she said. “I turned my face to the 
wall. 1 expected them to .kill me 
Loo. But they didn't. 


“My 16-year-old daughter 
came out of her room. I heard 
someone say ‘go 10 your mother. * 
Afterwards. my little son could 
not understand anything. He 
kept saying ‘why is my father 
outside?" 

Umm Jihad disclosed in the 
interview that her husband was 
scheduled to leave Tunis on a 4 
am flight to a secret destination. 
He would have left their villa 
about 3 am to travel to the air- 
port. she said. 

After the assassination Satur- 
day. police found three rented 
getaway vehicles abandoned on 
a beach 18 miles (28 km) east of 


Tunis where the gunmen 
apparently escaped by sea. The 
assailants left few dues in the 
vehicles other than some empty 
mineral water bottles, empty 
fruit iuice cans, and a pair of 
high-heeled shoes, police sources 
said.

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
April 18, (Agencies): The Army 
restricted travel in the occupied 
territories today and clamped a 
curfew on 21 refugee camps to try 
to rein in riots, while soldiers shot 
and killed one Arab woman and 
wounded another Palestinian, 
hospital officials said. 

The latest violence was trig- 
gered by the assassination on 
Saturday of PLO leader Khalil 
Al Wazir. Israeli sources said the 
attack in a Tunis suburb was 
carried out by the Israeli Mossad 
intelligence service, the Navy and 
en elite commando unit. 

In the occupied Gaza Strip, 
where Al Wazir grew up, a 30- 
year-old Palestinian woman, 
Aidah Oihman Toiah. died after 
being shot in the back, officials at 
Gaza’s Ahii Arab hospital said. 

The officials said that Toiah 's 
relatives claimed she was killed 
after she refused to remove burn- 
ing tyres and stones from a street 
in central Gaza city. 

Ablaze 

Hospital officials also said 21- 
year-old Mohammed Ateyah 
G ha ban was shot and wounded 
in his left leg as he and other 
youths set tyres ablaze, a com- 
mon form of protest against 21 
years oflsraeli occupation. 

Rioting was far less intense 
than on Saturday, when 1 7 Pales- 
tinians died in Lhe bloodiest day 
of rioting in four and a half mon- 
ths. Arab reports said Israeli 
troops shot and wounded nine 
Palestinians yesterday. The 
Army confirmed two wounded.

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Pharmacist should 
advise patients 


By Fathima Ahmed 

DOCTORS have called on phar- 
macists to play the role of “adv- 
isers" to patients. The call was 
made at the recently held seminar 
on misuse of dings. 

Dr Abdulla M. Assad, director 
of the pharmaceutical depart- 
ment, Kuwait, said: “The con- 
cept of the pharmacist as a dis- 
penser of medicine is outdated in 
Kuwait.” There is a need for a 
more practical approach, he 
said. 

The ministry is now adopting a 
“more universal approach," 
expanding the role played by the 
pharmacists. “We want him 
(pharmacist) to be an adviser, 
telling patients on how best to use 
medicines, avoid side-effects and 
generally prevent misuse of 
drugs.” 

Dangerous 

For instance, a random survey 
of 120 patients at the Addan 
Hospital done by Dr Assad, 
revealed that at least. IS per cent 
did not take medicine dosage as 
advised, but took all three doses 
at one time, particularly during 
Ramadan. Doctors say com- 
bined dosage could be dan- 
gerous, and may prove fatal in 
the case of diabetic patients. 

Glue sniffing, misuse of 
steroids, beta-blockers, cough 
medicine and other drugs are 
more prevalent in Western coun- 
tries but there is growing concern 
that they may affect Kuwaiti 
society, he said.

John Ramsey, a British expert 
speaking at the seminar said glue 
sniffing causes 100 deaths per 
year in Lhe UK, and the majority 
are among 1 5-year-old males. He 
said they misuse all adhesives 
ranging from typewriter correct- 


ing fluid, cigarette lighter refills 
to fly sprays and other products* 

Banned 

In Kuwait, doctors are 
worried about Lhe use of “kohl”, 
a high lead-containing eyeliner. 
Dr Assad and Dr Mohammad 1 
Aslam of Nottingham Univer- 
sity surveyed the Addan, Jahra 
and Farwania areas to study the 
number of kohl users. “Between 
15 and 20 per cent of all women 
used it on a regular basis,” they 
said. The use of kohl by pregnant 
women led to deformed babies.” 

The Ministry of Health, 
Kuwait, imports medicine

valued between KJD7 and 10 
million per year. Assad said they 
hold stocks to last 18 months. In 
the private sector, the turnover of 
medicine is higher. 

The health authorities have 
banned over-the-counter sales of 
“certain groups of drugs like 
psychotropic.” The import, sale 
and dispensing of psychotropic 
drugs, anti-depressants, etc nas 
been restricted by a recent 
Ami ri decree. 

The seminar was attended by 
Dr. Brian Widdop, Dr. David 
Cowan and 200 local doctors, 
pharmacists and nurses. 

The two-day seminar, held at 
the Mubarak A1 Kabir Hospital, 
was organised by the Ministry of 
Health in cooperation with the 
Nottingham University, UK.

Arab chambers call for 
increasing food production 


DAMASCUS, April 18, 
( Reuter): The Arab world, which 
now imports around $30 billion 
worth of food a year, must learn 
to feed itself. 

That was the message from 
400 members of the Federation 
of Chambers of Commerce, 
Industry and Agriculture, meet- 
ing in Damascus for their 30th 
conference. 

U also called on governments 
to set up a strategic food reserve 
on which any Arab country 
could draw, and to protect and 
strengthen agriculture. 

“Studies have shown that our 
food imports now stand at $30 
billion and (his could reach 200 
billion in the next few years,” one 
official of lhe 21 -nation federa- 
tion said. 

A federation founder-mem- 
ber, Badr Al Dccn Al Shallah. 
told Reuters that exporting 
nations might use food as a 


political weapons if Arabs con- 
tinued to eat more than they 
produced. 

Shallah said . the conference 
urged a series of joint projects to 
meet the basic food needs of 
Arab countries. 

.Shallah, president of the' 
Syrian Union of Chambers of 
Commerce and Industry, said 
the Arab world should have a 
joint strategy to beat obstacles to 
greater production. 

Common market 

He said the Arabs now impor- 
ted a large slice of world food 
exports — 33 per ceni of wljeal : 
and cereals, 32 per cent of poul- 
try, 78 per cent of sheep and goat 

meat and 1 8 per cent of milk. 

He said studies presented to 
the conference strewed the need 
to achieve food security and 
showed this was possible. 

“First we have to achieve 
economic integration and then 


we will have all resources to 
achieve our objective/’ Shallah 
said. . ..... . 

Those resources include. 33 per 
cent of world oil production and 
52 per cent of known reserves, 30 
per cent of phosphate produc- 
tion and more than 50 percent of 
reserves, he said. 

Shallah, 83, fs a founder mem- 
ber of the Beirut-based federa- 
tion, set up in Egypt in 1 950. 

He called for an Arab common 
market on European lines- to 
promote economic integration 
and. speed commercial .and 
industrial developments 1 

“We called for setting up the

Uprising in occupied lands 

Frustrations led 
to rebellion

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
(AP): Palestinians say a feeling 
they have been neglected by the 
world and other Arabs, tough 
statements from Israel and day- 
by-day frustrations of occupa- 
tion led to the rebellion in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

The spark was a traffic 
accident Dec 8 in which an Israeli 
Army truck killed four Arabs 
near the Jabaliya refugee camp in 
the Gaza Strip. 

Tensions were such that Arabs 
saw it not as an accident but as 
revenge for the stabbing death in 
Gaza City two days earlier of 
Shlomo Sakel, an Israeli busines- 
sman. 

Anger had been building 
among Palestinians because they 
felt abandoned by Arab nations 
and the world community. The 
Arab summit at Amman, Jor- 
dan, in November, and the US- 
Soviet summit in Washington in 
December, did not give priority 
to the Palestinian issue. 

"it was clear to us that we had 
been put on the shelf," said Saeb 
Erakat. a political science profes- 
sor at an Najah University in the 
West Bank. 

‘’The message (of the uprising) 
is that we don't wish to become 
Israelis. We are not a mere com- 
munity or a minority living in 
greater Israel. We are a people ... 
and we demand our liberty and 
our right to self-determination." 

Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir rubbed salt in the wound 
by noting publicly that the Arab 
summit put the Iran-Iraq war 


ahead of' Lhe Palestinian issue. 

He and other right-wing 
leaders suggested the status quo 
could continue indefinitely and 
Israel had a right to keep the 
lands it captured in the 1967 
Middle East war. 

This deepened the bitterness. 
Palestinian statements became 
extreme in rejecting negotiations 
for a peaceful settlement. 

An example of the harder line 
could be found in the poetry of 
Mahmoud Darwish. an Arab liv- 
ing in Paris who had favoured 
Israeli -Palestinian dialogue. 

Many saw his poem “Those 
who pass between fleeting 
words" as a demand for all of 
Israel, not just the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

About the Israelis, it says: 

“O those who pass between fleet- 
ing words. 

“Carry your names, and be gone, 
“Rid our lime and hours, and be 
gone, 

“Steal what you will from the 
blueness of the sea and the sand 
of memory." 

Sari Nusseibeh, a Palestinian 
intellectual who advocates a 
negotiated settlement, said many 
want all Israel included in a 
PaJetinian state just as some 
Israelis want all the land for the 
Jewish state. 

The question is whether both 
sides are ready to settle for less 
than what they want," he said. . 

He said most Palestinians are 
ready for a two-state solution, 
but this feeling is “like a comet 
that comes close to the earth. If 
one wants to use it, one has to 
grab it while it is there.** 


De Mita determined

ROME. ( AP): Ciriaco de Mita is 
known in Italy as an idea man, an 
intellectual who professes a 
determi nation as premier to steer 
his country’s Byzantine political 
system closer to the style of other 
Western democracies. 

De Mita, aides say, believes 
the leader of Italy’s 48th postwar 
government has a duty “to show 
power can be exercised in a dif- 
ferent way.” 

Some critics, however, see 
politics as usual in De Mila's 
efforts to form a government. 

What is unusual is that he will 
remain, at least for a time, the 
leader of the dominant Christian 
Democrats. Although no other 
premier has held the post simul- 
taneously in 29 years. De Mita 
demanded the concession from 
his party. 

Many consider the parly 
leadership Italy’s most powerful 
post. De Mita argued it will give 
him the authority to govern 
effectively. 

Undermined 

The 60-year-old veteran of Ita- 
ly’s volatile politics was watching 
when factional fighting within 
the Christian Democrats under- 
mined the government of 
Premier Giovanni Goria. who 
resigned for the third and final 
time March 1 1. 

De Mita. the always well-dres- 
sed son of a tailor, was bom in 
Nusco, a poor mountain village 
east of Naples. He retains strong 
feelings for the region. 

He studied (aw at the Catholic 
University in Milan, joined the 
Christian Democrats in the 
1950s and was first elected to 
■ parliament in 1 963 at age 35. His 
previous government experience 
included posts as minister of 
; industry, minister of foreign 
.trade and minister to oversee 
development of the south. He 
became party leader in I9S2. 

Modernise 

De Mila, like every oLher 
political leader in the country, 
has harboured an ambition to be 
prime minister, -said Francesco 
D’Onofrio, a constitutional bw 
expert advising De Mita on ins- 
titutionalreforms. • 

“The only thing is he would 
prefer not to head a government 
just for the sake of heading a 
.government," D‘Onofriosaid in 
a recent interview. “He wants to 
try to inject a reforming attitude 
both in the parly and in the 
government.” 

I One goal, said D’Onofrio, is 
*‘to modernise the kalian 
political system, to bring it closer 


-to" Wester-style- democracresr 
more British style.” 

Under Italy’s current system 
of proportional representation, 
even tiny parties win seats in 
parliament and the process of 
passing legislation is duplicated 
in the 630-seat chamber of 
deputies and the senate. 

Despite his professed deter- 
mination for reform. De Mita 
balked when the Socialists 
demanded an end to the secret 
vote in parliament. Christian 
Democrat defectors used the 
parliamentary device to deal 
Goria a series of humiliating 
defeats. 

De Mita wields much more 
clout within his party than 
Goria, and while he is willing to 
restrict Ure secret vote, he refuses 
to abolish it. Italy is a rarity 
among Western democracies, 
with open voting used only on 
votes of confidence. 

Deficit 

Italy's multi-party system has 
lead to a series of fragile coalition 
governments, but in a seeming 
contradition, it has also given the 
country stability because the 
same parties have ruled for so 
long. 

No party has a majority and 
the communists, Italy's second 
largest party* have been kept out 
of the government since 1947. 

The Rome daily La Repub- 
blica, Italy's largest selling news- 
paper, in a front-page editorial 
Sunday questioned Lhe high price 
of politics as usual under De 
Milaalatimewhenltaly is trying 
to come to grips with a $97- 
billion budget deficit. 

The newspaper said when the 
socialists asked De Mila to use 
massive government hiring 
programmes to deal with unem- 
ployment in the south, a 
traditional method in Italy, “it 
seems the premier-designate 
accepted the precious sugges- 
tions with joy.” 

On international issues, De 
Mita’s programme calls for con- 
tinued strong ties with Nato. He 
supports continued superpower 
negotiations to reduce nuclear 
and conventional arms, but 
opposes moves LhaL would 
weaken Western security. 

He kept open the possibility of 
basing US F-l 6s in Italy after the' 
warplanes are expelled from 
Spain, saying the solution to the 
problem “cannot be equivalent 
to a measure of unilateral disar- 
mament.” 

De Mila has been a tireless 
worker in his party, determined 
to take part in us overall political 
strategy. But despite the pres- 
sures of leadership, De Mita has 
always set aside time for his wife 
and four children.

BONN: West Germany’s 

opposition Social Democrats 
increasingly deny charges that 
they depart from the Western 
consensus or endanger Nato’s 
defence capability. 

Such charges have been 
levelled at them by American, 
British, and French officials and 
West German conservatives ever 
since they . rejected 
deployment ol new medium- 
range' nuclear missiles on West 
German territory in 1983. Their 
vehement denials reflect the dis- 
tress such charges continue to 
cause the Social Democratic 
Party (SDP). 

Alfons Pawelczyk — member 
of the SDP’s executive board and 
deputy head of its committee on 
security policy — points to what 
he terms a recent great political 
success: a consensus between the 
West German parties on security 
issues, which underpins public 
support for the burden of 
defence. 

In an interview, Pawelczyk 
contrasted the broad agreement 
of the 1980s with the deep “rills' ' 
of the '50s, when the con- 
servatives initiated, and the 
Social Democrats fought. Ger- 
man rearmament; and with the 
'70s. when the Social Democrats 
initiated, and the conservatives 
fought, the Ostpolitik of detente. 


Now, he says, “We give the 
(Nato) alliance — and that '1 
think is the most important con- 
tribution we have given — a fully 
united Federal Republic on 
issues of foreign and security 
policy. 

"Before, there were rifts cut- 
ting right through the popula- 
tion. But the large political par- 
ties both times understood how 
to bring the public and the 
political parties themselves 
together on these issues,” Pawel- 
czyk says. 

Policy 

“Today we stand on com- 
pletely solid united ground. The 
overwhelming majority, has 
accepted and understood the 
essential elements of Eastern 
(detente) and Western (alliance) 
policies as a single policy, even 
though we are a divided land.” 

Pawelczyk urges Bonn’s allies 
to appreciate this consensus. He 
warns against setting a double 
standard forjudging West Ger- 
man Social Democrats and con- 
servatives, and also against 
degrading the SDP and thus driv- 
ing it to the sidelines. 

Pawelczyk heads his party’s 
subcommittee on arms control, 
and this month he began a series 
of meetings with soldiers to dis- 
cuss Social Democratic views on 
defence. 

He cites the SDP's record, dur- 
ing its 16 governing years bet- 
ween 1966 and 1982. of building 
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W. German political parties 
united on security issues 


up the country’s armed forces to 
a troops strength of 496,000.

Pawelczyk also rites theSDP’s 
assistance to Turkey, when the 
need arose, and its initiating of 
Nato's “double track” derision 
to offer arms-control negotia- 
tions even white preparing for 
deployment of new Euromissiles 
in the mid-1980s.

He further rites Social 
Democratic advocacy, while out 
of office in 1983. of a m ax im u m 
of defence share of the budget of 
18.4 per cent.

VIENNA: Hungary is having a 
great passport "rush,” and it 
provides an intriguing illustra- 
tion of trendsand pressures in the 
East bloc these days. 

The rush came in the wake of 
an official decree, effective Jan I , 
that all Hungarians have a legal, 
“basic right to travel" where they 
wish, limited only by their pock- 
etbooks. 

The passport offices were 
bowled over by what followed. 
Applicants formed lines at 5.30 
am. In one Budapest district 
alone, there were 800 requests 
daily: in two weeks countrywide, 
there were 70,000. Officials pled- 
ged nonetheless to process all 
applications within 30 days. 

It didn't mean Hungarians 
were voting with their feet 
against the regime. For them, 
emigration is not the issue as it is 
in East Germany, where requests 
to emigrate are escalating 
dramatically. 

There, since the year began, 
the authorities have blown hot 
and cold, letting some people go 
and barring others in sheer alarm 
at the possible dimensions of 
emigration to West Germany. 

Pressures 

But those circumstances are 
peculiar to a divided Germany. 
No similar situation applies in , 
Hungary. Moreover, past 
experience with an already com- 
paratively liberal travel policy 
has shown that Hungarians are 
avid trippers to the West, but 
that few now stay on. 

For those waiting in lines out- 
side passport offices, this recog- 
nition of passports by “right" 
means, above all, an important 
political step forward in a coun- 
irv where the old Communist

Party monopoly over all aspects 
of its citizens' lives is increasingly 
being challenged. 

Similar pressures for reform 
— from outside and from within 
the parties themselves — are visi- 
ble throughout the East bloc. 
There are widely differing reac- 
tions from communist official- 
dom. Party leaders profess them- 
selves for reform, but not all 
really are. 

The East Germans claim that 
economic success renders reform 
unnecessary. The Romanians 
ignore it. The Czechoslovaks 
indulge in semantics and tran- 
slate Mikhail Gorbachev's word 
for the "renewal" of socialism as 
“strengthening.” i.e., of the exist- 
ing system. Anything more dras- 
tic could (in Prague's orthodox 
view) mean the budding of 
another “Prague spring," a brief 
flowering of political activism 
and reform that was cut down in 
1968. 

Willy-nilly, however, this 
question of the powers and 
nature of the parly of the future is 
pushing itself to’ the forefront 
regardless of official latitude or 
toughness Today, acute econ- 
omic problems cry out for the 
sort of political reform that is 
becoming Lhe prime issue every- 
where under communism. 

The common, central issue is 
the “leading role" of the party. 
The Yugoslav Communist Parly 
is to some extent democratised. 
Most Yugoslavs simply ignore it 
and go their way. But. in essence. 
Belgrade’s leaders are as 
opposed, or as reluctant, as later

reformers in Eastern Europe to 
diminish their authority in 
favour of meaningful, ins- 
titutionalised concessions to 
political pluralism. 

In Poland, Deputy Prime Min- 
ister Mieczyslaw Rakowski — a 
preeminent "liberal" champion 
prior to martial law — says the 
party stands for democratisa- 
tion, but that does not mean its 
“right” to govern is up for grabs. 
Existing coalition parties in 
Parliament should have a bigger 
role, he says, but only through 
more open consultation. There is 
no place for “opposition” as 
such to party policy. 

In a February interview with 
Italy's communist paper L’Un- 
iia. Lech Walesa committed him- 
self to "peaceful, evolutionary” 
struggle for reform. The govern- 
ment, he said,* “is going in the 
right direction.” He had not 
previously said anything quite 
like that. But the a uthorities ha ve 
yet to test him at his word, even 
though for some time Rakowski 
and others have hinted at readi- 
ness to talk wilh the independent 
trade union. 

Right 

Official pragmatism lends 
more substance to the scene in 
Hungary. Nowhere in the East 
bloc is the party's role questioned 
more actively, as almost iron- 
ically — the “right to travel" 
controversy illustrates. 

The right was “decreed" by 
the presidential council. Many 
people said it should have come 
through Parliament. It won't . 
one is assured, happen that way 
again. Constitutional changes 
are foreseen that are intended to 
prevent the nonelected council 
From usurping government and 
parliamentary prerogative. 

A future party leader is not 
likely to have the kind of auth- 
ority Hungarian leader Janos 
Kadar wielded for 30 years. “He 
will not have the power to act as a 
king," says an informed official. 
“And names, and who succeeds, 
are not so important any more. 
What matters are the trends 
behind them.” 

Orthodox communist 
ideologues still reject pluralism 
as a threat to the party. But, by 
and large, the Hungarian parly 
— like Gorbachev - is begin- 
ning to admit it can no longer 
expect. to retain a monopoly in 
public affairs. 

But where Hungary, or the 
SovieL Union, might go from 
there is an open question for the 
future. Communist parties ever- 
ywhere are not yet ready to aban- 
don the Marxist mystique of the 
“leading role."

SAN JOSE, Costa Rica: Costa 
Rica continues to bask in the 
glow of President Oscar Arias 
Sanchez's Nobel Peace Prize 
award. 

The country is enjoying a 
boom in international tourism, a 
demilitarisation of its northern 
border area, and dramatically 
reduced tensions with 
Nicaragua, political leaders here 
say. 

And it was partly as a result of 
President Arias's August 1987 
regional peace plan that Nicar- 
gua’s leaders and Contra rebels 
recently reached a temporary 
ceasefire. His plan paved the way 
for the direct negotiations. 

But, at the same time. 
President Arias's high-profile 
diplomacy has been criticised by 
the conservative national press, 
the opposition, and many mid- 
dle-class Costa Ricans who say 
he is neglecting mounting econ- 

--wewoc- tfa c N obel -Pracr^ys a 
local taxi driver, “but now it’s 
time for the President to pay 
attention to what's happening 
here."

CAIRO, (DP A): The crumbling 
facades of bouses ripe for 
demolition and dilapidated tin 
shacks that typify the suburbs of 
Cairo represent a social problem 
that threatens to enjgulf Lhe city. 

Both City Council and Egypt's 
national government try to dis- 
guise the gravity of the crisis by 
regularly announcing the com- 
pletion of massive new building 
projects involving thousands of 
new homes. 

But unless they step up their 
efforts, the 15-millton popula- 
tion metropolis will be short of at 
least a million homes by the year 
2000 . 

“We can't hang on any longer 
— the housing shortage is 
threatening the peace of our 
society," the Cairo daily AI- 
Siyyasi wrote recen lly. 

The causes of the disaster are 
as old as the attempts to solve iL 
Every year around a* million 
Egyptians are born and as result 
more and more young families 
are on the lookout for a new flat. 

Boom 

Finding one is hard enough 
but paying for it is often impossi- 
ble. The simplest fiat cost about 

20.000 Egyptian pounds ($9,000) 
in a country where beggars are a 
common sight and most people 
barely scrape by on subsistence 
wages. The average monthly 
salary for an Egyptian is 80 
Egyptian pounds ($35). * 

In addition to the baby boom, 
Cairo has to cope with about half 
a million rural residents a year 
flocking into the city to seek their 
fortune. 

Most have no cash and

LONDON, (UPH: Prince Cha- 
rles recent escape from an 
avalanche highlighted the 
strains felt by a .sensitive young 
man searching for a useful role 
until the day he becomes king. 

Some observers say the 
Prince — worth a fortune 
estimated $600 million — is fac- 
ing growing frustrations that 
might overwhelm him 

Charles.' wife Diana and sis- 
ter-in-law 'Fergie,’ the Duchess 
of York, appear to relish the 
splashy side of royal life — rub- 
bing shoulders with rock stars 
and movie idols and making 
trips to exoticplaces around the 
world. 

But the lean, 39-year-old 
Prince of Wales has rejected a 
life of simply cutting ribbons 
and of enjoying himself until 
the day his mother. Queen 
Elizabeth U, dies or otherwise 
gives up the throne. 

“What gives life some sort of 
edge for him is doing the dan- 
gerous things,” Penny Junor, 
author of a biography of the 
prince, said after Charles' 
March 10 skiing accident. “It’s 
the only edge for him since he 
knows he’ll always have finan- 
cial security and a roof over his 
head.” 

Besides skiing on difficult 
unmarked “off-piste” slopes, 
the heir to the throne enjoys 
othef risky sports — polo and 
hunting.

“Clearly it would be much 
easier to lead a quiet life,” Cha- 
rles told an interviewer. “If 
people would rather I did noth- 
ing about it, 1 will go off some- 
where else.” 


That kind of altitude is trig- 
gering alarm. 

One editor who lunched with 
the prince said Charles defen- 
ded his right to an active role 
with such "frightening inten- 
sity” it appeared “he’s going to 
either have a public function or 
have a breakdown," according 
to the New York Times. 

“1 just hope he doesn't des- 
pair and give up — not like his 
great uncle King Edward VIII 
who abdicated, but give up in 
his spirit,” Junor said. And 
Daily Express columnist 
Ashley Walton said there are 
fears the prince “will become 
even more introspective.” 


Moreover, Charles is upset 
by the way the media often 
trivialise what he says or cover 
the royal family like a soap 
opera.

The prince admits to being 
eccentric, and the nation's big- 
gest-selling newspaper refers to 
him as the royal 'loon.'

Charles and others were 
able to ski clear but Maj. Hugh 
Lindsay was killed and Patti 
Palmer-T omkinson suffered 
fractured legs. 

Another royal biographer, 
Anthony Holden, said the 
prince will probably blame 
himself for the accident. 

“1 believe it will haunt him 
for some time,” he sid. 

Holden believes that while 
Charles is not a natural athlete, 
be has always felt driven to 
prove hims elf both physically 
and otherwise. 

“This Prince of Wales des- 
perately wants to be respected 
for himself and his 


achievements, rather than 
merely the genetic accident 
which made him who he is,” he 
said. 

In his activist role, Charles 
has attacked modern architects 
and city planners. Referring to 
Hitler's World War 11 airforce, 
he said in one speech ‘you have 
to give this much to the Luft- 
waffe. When it knocked down 
our buildings, it didn't replace 
them with anything more 
offensive than rubble. We did 
that.” 

During tiie 1960s and '70s, 
the prince said, planners, 
architects and developers des- 
troyed the London skyline and 
“desecrated' the dome of Sl 
P aul's cathedral by building 
drab office blocks around iL 

“Not only did they wreck the 
London skyline in general,” he 
said. “They also did their best 
to lose the great dome in a jos- 
tling scrum of office buildings 
so mediocre that the only way 
you ever remember them is by 
the frustration they induce — 
like a basketball team standing 
shoulder to shoulder between 
you and the Mona Lisa.” 

The Mail on Sunday publi- 
shed a poll showing the British 
public back Charles* determin- 
ation to speak out. 

Asked if he should say more 


or less about controversial 
issues, 56 per cent said more, 24 
per cent said the same amount 
and only 14 per cent said less. 
As to how he should spend his 
lime, only IS per cent favoured 
a purely ceremonial role for 
Charles. 

Another poll found that the 
British public consider Charles 
Lbemost intelligent of the entire 
royal family, including the 
queen.

That underlined one aspect 
of Charles' situation. Although 
talk of a rift between the Prince 
and Princess of Wales has died 
down, it is obvious that the bal- .

Where the armies of Alex- 
ander the Great marched 

Alexander HI of 
Macedonia was a mighty 
soldier whose ambition 
was, to conquer the entire 
world and rule it. In the 
summer of 327 B.C., he led 
his army on a campaign 
towards Asia, entering 
lands that no one had 
previously dared to visit. 
He crossed the river-Indus, 
entering the vast territory 
of India. 

Alexander and his sol- 
diers conquered every 
army that tried to stop 
them. He finally reached 
the Thar desert, a huge, 
unexplored and mys- 
terious place that lay along 
what is now the border bet- 
ween India and Pakistan. 
Alexander was only 
twenty-nine years old and 
he wanted to march on eas- 
twards on his great road to 
conquest. But his soldiers 
were tired and refused to 
go further in the tropical 
rain. Alexander agreed to 
go back and returned to his 
homeland. Because of his 
magnificent exploits he 
became known as Alexan- 
der the Great. 

Where the ‘Roof of the 
World’ is located 

The highest mountain in 
the world is in the 
Himalayas: it is Mount 
Everest. - For hundreds of 
years nobody succeeded in 
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reaching the summit. The 
people of Tibet called it 
Chomolungma, meaning 
'father of mountains', and 
believed that strange wild 
creatures wandered about 
the mountain's perpetual 
snows. 

Many people thought it 
would be impossible to 
measure or climb Mount' 
Everest. The British, who 
ruled India until after the 
Second World War, 
established an office in the 
1 800s to survey the moun- 
tain and measure it. The 
man who had the idea to 
start the office was George 
Everest and he also wanted 
to measure all the other 
mountains in the 
Himalayas. After much 
work the task was com- 
pleted in 1852. The height 
was finally calculated as 
8,840 metres (later establi- 
shed more precisely as 
8,882 metres). The moun- 
tain was named after 
Everest in 1863. 

Another century passed 
before the peak of Everest 
was finally reached. In 
1953 Edmund Hillaiy, a 
New Zealander, and 
Sherpa Tenzing, a skilled 
mountaineer of Nepal, 
climbed to the summit.

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Energy expert 
calls for more 
solar use in 
rural areas 

LAGOS, April J8, f Opecna).- A 
professor of mechanical engin- 
eenngat the r ObaTemi Awol^wo 
University, He-Ife, has called for 
a shift or emphasis towards the 
use of renewable resources such 
as solar energy in Nigeria’s rural 
areas. 

In an inaugural lecture at the 
university, Prof. Olusiji Mojola 
said that rural areas depended 
mainly on wood for fuel which 
had led to serious ecological 
problems of deforestation in 
some parts. 

He pointed out that research 
into solar energy devices and 
wind machines, such as solar 
crop dryers, water heaters and 
pumps together with a 'variety of

World market expects oil output cut 1 




LONDON. April J8. (Remer): 
Moves by Opec lo cooperate 
with other producers to prop oil 
prices have sent them higher 
without the organisation having 
io sacrifice any output, but the 
market expects a production cut 
when the two sides meet late in 
April. 

Joint output cuts of between 
600,000 lo one million barrels per 
day by Opec and the other sellers 
who have been invited to talks at 
|ts Vienna headquarters on April 
-6 are vital to erase surpluses and 
stop prices falling, market 
analysts say. 

The price of British North Sea 
Brent crude oil, a barometer of 
world trends, jumped 13 per cent 
to SI 7 a barrel on news a week 
ago that the meeting was being 
arranged, to be followed by a full 
Opec conference. 

'‘A production cut is built into 
the higher price. Anything in 
ex«ss of 600.000 is enough.” 
said Fergus MacLeod, an oil 
analyst with Barclays de Zoete 
Wedd in London. 

“The market is now convinced 
that non-Opec (oil producers) 
will cut production and Opec will 


cut production.” said Joseph 
Stanislaw. managing director of 
Cambridge Energy Research 
Associates, at an oil seminar at 
Tokyo. 

Forecast 

But he and other analysts 
forecast a price slump if the meet- 
ing failed to come up with a cut. 

A pact between Opec and non- 
Opec would keep prices close to 
the organisation reference price 
ofS18 through a period of slack 
demand until the next Opec 
meeting in June after which 
demand is expected to pick up, 
the analysts said. 

Paul Mlotok of Salomon 
Brothers in New York, said US 
crude oil prices could eycn rise 
above S20 a barrel in the second 
half of 1988 due lo growing 
seasonal demand and coopera- 
tion on output levels between 
Opec and non-Opec. 

He expected Opec and non- 
Opec oil producers would agree 
to a combined production cut of 
about one million barrels daily. 

The fact that the meeting was 
postponed by three days and that 
one of the invitees, Colombia, 
said it would not attend did not 


ruffle the market. 

MacLeod said key invitees 
Mexico and Egypt would be 
there and the postponement was 
positive as it meant serious 
efTorts to cooperate were taking 
place. “Talk that Norway might 
attend has more than offset 
Colombia's refusal.” he said. 
Opec's Vienna headquarters had 
telexed invitations to Oman. 
China, Malaysia. Angola. 
Colombia, Egypt and Mexico. 

Opec President Rilwanu Luk- 
man of Nigeria said on April 9 
after a meeting of the Opec price 
committee — which consists ol 
Saudi Arabia, Nigeria. Indon- 
esia. Venezuela and Algeria — 
that Norway and the Soviet 
Union might come along. 

Agreement 

That price committee meeting 
was called after Brent prices hit 
16-month lows around SI 4 a 
barrel in mid-March. 

Under an agreement signed in 
December, 12 of Opec's 13 mem- 
bers are supposed to keep their 
output below a ceiling of 15.06 
million barrels daily to defend 
the SI 8 price. The deal excluded 
Iraq which refused to sign 


because ii could not get quota as 
big as Gulf war foe Iran's. 

Further output cuts have been 
advocated by price “hawks” 
such as Iran and Algeria, but 
such Gulf states as Saudi Arabia 
and Kuwait have been reluctant 
to drive prices too high. 

The pricing committee, 
however, surprised the market 
by announcing the unpreceden- 
ted meeting with the non-Opec 
settlers. 

The seven nations invited 
recently met in London to dis- 
cuss prices and account for 8.4 
million barrels daily, four million 
of which is exported. 

If the two sides fail to agree 
MacLeod said prices would fall 
by about S2 a barrel to the levels 
they were prior to the announ- 
cement of the non-Opec/Opec 
meeLing. 

“The expectations are now in 
place ... they must be met or the 
prices goes down.” Stanislaw 
said. 

Analysts said prices were 
unlikely to repeat the 1985-86 
collapse when they fell from S30 
to nine when quotas were vir- 
tually ignored.

UK house 
prices rising 

IN March the Halifax House 
Price Index showed house prices 
rising nationally by an annual 
rate of 18.2 per cent, the highest 
rate of increase since the Index 
began in 1983.

Retail prices in Chinese 
cities soar in first quarter 

BEIJING, April 18, (AP): Retail prices in China’s main cities 
continued to soar during the first quarter of 1988, with Shanghai 
residents forced to pay almost twice as much for vegetables as East 
year. The official China Daily reported today that retail prices in 
32 large and medium-sized cities were up 13-4 per cent over the 
same period in 1987. It said food prices were up 17.9 per cent and 
vegetable prices jumped by 48.7 per cent. Inflation, a result of 
producers failing to meet rising consumer demands, is regarded as 
China's biggest economic problem and a serious threat to econ- 
omic reform programmes. Last year, the official inflation rate 
was 7 Ji per cent, although double-digit inflation plagued most 
cities, with some food prices rising 20 and 30 per cent. The daily 
said food prices in Shanghai, China’s largest city were up 19.1 per 
cent, and vegetables were 89 per cent more expensive. It said 
vegetable prices rose at an even faster pace in another five of the 
32 cities surveyed. The cities were not named. 

In Beijing, food prices were np 1 f .2 per cent, ranking the capital 
28th among the 32 cities, while vegetables increased by 27.9 per 
cent, 24th highest The daily quoted officials of the Beijing 
municipal government as saying vegetable supplies from nearby 
suburbs dropped 14.5 per cent in the first quarter because of a 
reduction in land under cultivation. Other goods in sbort supply in 
the capital were enamehvaie, matches, soap, toilet paper, colour 
TVs, cotton underclothes and towels. It said. 

The report said vegetable supplies should pick op next month 
and that the number of breeding sows in the Beijing area has more 
than tripled to 50,000. Last December, pork rationing was 
imposed in Beijing and other major Chinese cities because of 
rising demand, fewer pigs being raised by farmers discouraged by 
rising feed costs and low government-set prices for pigs. 

Demand for Nigerian coal 
to reach 5m tonnes by ’92 

LAGOS, April IS, (Openca): Demand for Nigerian coal will be 
about five million tonnes a year by 1992, the general manager of 
the Nigerian Coal Corporation, F.N. Lfgwn, said here at a 
symposium organised by the Ministry of Mines, Power and SteeL 
He said that of the five million tonnes, the Ajaoknta steel plant 
would require 150 million tonnes and other industrial establish- 
ments 0.50 million tonnes. One million tonnes will be for export. 
“It is imperative that the Nigerian Coal Corporation should be 
revitalised for the country to meet projected requirements,” be 
stated. According to the general manager, refurbishment and 
expansion programmes sboidd be undertaken at Onyeama and 
Okpara underground mines in Enngii, and at Ownkpa and Okaba 
open cast sites in Benne state. 

He said about $32 million was required to enable the corpora- 
tion to produce the anticipated coal requirements of the Ajaoknta 
steel plant alone. Ugwu also suggested that the federal govern- 
ment should provide adequate fund for full-scale exploration and 
exploitation of other known local deposits. 

He proposed that the government should “as a matter of 
priority” initiate a national research and development 
programme to effectively coordinate all coal research and 
development activities in the country.

Although first- 
quarter gross national product 
probably slowed to around 2.5 
per cent, “the slowdown won't 
last, it will only accelerate,” he 
said. 

A month ago economists were 
forecasting steady but slow 
growth in the economy, coupled 
with low inflation, a situation 
they described at the time as the 
best of both worlds — for the 
markets and for the Federal 
Reserve. 

Bui as the figures for March 
emerged, growth was seen to be 
stronger and economists began 
to rethink their forecasts. 

The trade figures and Friday's 
PPI increase finally burst the 
bubble. The earlier signs of a 
pickup in the economy and infla- 
tion had been enough 10 lead the 
Fed to reverse a modest easing in 


monetary policy it initiated in 
late January. 

Economists say that over the 
past few weeks, the Fed has 
shown a preference for a federal 
funds rate — for overnight lend- 
ing between banks — in the 6.75- 
to 6.875-per cent range, up from 
a previous range of 6.5 to 6.625 
percent 

Although the sensitive funds 
rale was easier last week, money 
market economists look for the 
rate to come under seasonal pres- 
sures in the near term. This will 
make it more difficult to discern 
any shift in Fed policy, they said. 

The PPI increase, which tran- 
slates into an annual funds rate 
of around five per cent, “suggests 
it is unrealistic to expect inflation 
rates of three lo four per cent any 
more,” said Robert Chandross, 
chief economist at Lloyds Bank 
Pic, North America. 

But while the numbers may be 
worrying, economists are reluc- 
tant to say the Fed will move 
quickly. 

Jobless 

“The Fed is on the horns of a 
dilemma," Chandross said. He 
expected the Central Bank would 
wait until jobless figures for 
April were released early in May. 
But he commented that the Fed 
often uses times of uncertainty to 
tighten monetary policy. 

Despite expectations that the 
Fed will need to tighten, analysts 
stopped short at forecasting a 
rise in the discount rate for now.

India, France agree 
to expand trade ties

NEW DELHI. April 18: India 
and France have agreed in princi- 
ple to increase the two-way trade 
to French franc 12 billion by 
1990. The total volume of trade 
between the -two countries rea- 
ched FF8.53 billion in 1986. 

However, in 1987, it declined 
marginally. The Indian side has 
expressed its concern at the 
growing deficit of trade with 
France. Both sides have agreed 
that restoring the balance 
remains an important task and 
efforts be made towards this end. 


A steep rise in imports from 
France and relatively slower 
growth of Indian exports to 
France resulted in huge trade 
deficit for India. 

In 1986, the trade deficit rea- 
ched a peak of FF4682 million. 
In fact, ihe trade deficit increased 
nearly three-fold in rupee terms. 

In order to bridge the trade 
gap, Lhe fifth session of the Indo- 
French Joint Business Council 
held recently in Paris, France, 
noted that positive French sup- 
port to increase market access to 
the European Economic Com- 
munity under the GSP 
specifically in products of 
interest to India namely hand 
knotted carpets, flue cured Vir- 
ginia tobacco, marine products, 
readymade garments and man- 
ufactured leather products were 
measures needed to be under- 
taken. 

The Indian side at the JBC led 
by Rohit C. Mehta, the then vice- 
president. FICCI (now pre- 
sident). suggested initiation of 
bilateral trade promotion 
programmes with the objective 
of developing Indian products to 
suit the French market and other 
members of the community and 
extension of the scope of coun- 
ter-trade obligations to the area . 
of projects and establishment of 
joint ventures in India mainly in 
areas which may help generate 
exports. 

Decision 

Both sides welcomed the 
French government’s decision to 
organise a buyers mission to 
I nd ia with a view to exploring Lhe 
possibilities of importing items 
such as leather products, carpets, 
engineering products, chemicals 
and computer hardware and sof- 
tware. 

• In view of the new initiatives 
having opened up possibilities of 
technology upgraduation of 


Indian industry through inflow 
of investment and high tech- 
nology the French side led by 
Roger Chalvon-Demersay, 
chairman. Franco-lndian com- 
mittee of CNPF, expressed 
willingness to transfer tech- 
nology on mutually advan- 
tageous bases. 

The signing of industrial 
collaborations and technology 
transfer agreements will help 
Indian manufacturers to 
improve their production condi- 
tions in order to fulfil theneedsof 
the international demand, it was 
noted. 


The two sides have identified 
the following areas of joint 
collaborations: oil exploration, 
electronic and data-processing, 
petrochemicals, telecommunica- 
tions, food processing machin- 
ery, ophthalmic glass, equipment 
for energy conservation, special 
steel production, electrical con- 
struction, measuring ins- 
truments. manufacture of 
fashion garments for ladies, viral 
disease vaccine, fly wheel ring 
gears, fuel injection equipment, 
nozzles, air pollution control 
equipment, denial x-ray equip- 
ment and alternative energy sys- 
tems. 

Hie Indian side stressed the 
need for French equity participa- 
tion in joint industrial collabora- 
tions. The French side expressed 
its hope that certain impro- 
vements would be made in the 
current regulations regarding 
collaboration agreements. 

Adic profits 
surge 

ABU DHABI, April 18, 
(Opecna): The Abu Dhabi Inves- 
tment Company (Adic) recorded 
a net profit of about S6 million in 
1987, an increase of 37 per cent 
over 1 986. 

Khalifa Al Muheiry, Adic’s 
acting director-general, said the 
company’s operating income 
rose by 28 per cent to $16.20 
million in the same year.

Americans 
want foreign 
business 
restricted in US 

WASHINGTON. April 18, 
(UPI): A poll found Americans 
want foreign business restricted 
in the United States amid deep 
fears the nation has slipped dan- 
gerously in the world market. US 
News and World Report 
magazine said yesterday. 

Fifty-seven per cent of some 
1.000 responding objected to 
foreign companies building 
plants in America, with 49 per 
cent objecting even if it creates 
more jobs, the March 30-31 
Roper Poll found. 

Americans showed little faith 
in the US economy. While 45 per 
cent said the nation is “slipping 
dangerously but can still turn it- 
around if we act decisively," only 
8 per cent agreed that America is 
“No. 1 and will remain the stron- 
gest, most dynamic economy in 
the world,” the magazine said. 

Bright 

Furthermore, only 17 percent 
of those polled thought the US 
economic outlook for ’the next 
■five years TS^brigfat. ’-and 21 per . 
cent considered it ’gloomy’. The 
majority, 59 per cent, said- the 
outlook is ‘just so-so.' 

Most people, 70 per cent, 
blamed the troubled US position 
in the world market on the gover- 
nment, saying that “American 
government is not well run.” 

US workers drew the least 
criticism but still 57 per cent said 
US labour is too highly priced. 
Another 69 per cent said 
America had problems compet- 
ing with other countries because 
other nations such as in Asia are 
“more disciplined.” 

The strongest objection came 
to foreign purchase of US com- 
panies and real estate — 84 per 
cent said it is a bad idea. Also, 78 
per cent said restrictions should 
be placed on foreigners buying 
real estate.

Banker unveils new regulations

AT an exclusive press conference 
yesterday, David Johns of 
National Australia Bank told the 
Arab Times about the new 
regulations for people wishing to 
emigrate to Australia under the 
Business Migration Plan.

An y business that will create 
jobs, introduce new or improved 
technology, stimulate exports or 
replace current imports, will be 
considered for the scheme. 

Applicants must show that 
they havea minimum investment 
of 500,000 Australian dollars, 
equivalent toabout US$350,000, 
not including settlement costs, 
such as buying a house and so on. 

Requirements 
Applicants should also be able 
to show that they havea success- 
ful business background, the 
skills and capital necessary to 
succeed as well the intention to 
settle permanently in Australia. 

Of course, applicants must- 
show that they genuinely intend, 
to set up a business over there 
and demonstrate a realistic plan 
of action concerning settlement 
arrangements.

If business migrants satisfy 
these requirements, the Business 
Migration Scheme can provide a 
quicker method of gaining entry 
to Australia than other methods 
of emigrating.

Sterling strengthens 


Dollar mixed in nervous trading, gold rises 


LONDON, April 18, (Agencies): 
The US dollar was mixed in early 
European trading today amid 
fears of Central Bank interven- 
tion if the American currency 
moves lower. Gold prices were 
slightly higher. 

Market sentiment remains 
extremely bearish toward the 
dollar because of disappoint- 
ment over the widened February 
trade deficit, dealers said. 

Traders "are not touching the 
dollar, afraid that the central 
banks might step in," said one 
Rome dealer. “The dollar is only 
moving as a result of cross trad- 
ing." 

Depressed 

Traders noted that banks 
intervened heavily in support of 
the US currency after the trade 
figures were released last week. 

The dollar, earlier depressed 
by bad US trade figures announ- 
ced last Thursday, finned on the 
reports that an Iranian warship 
attacked an oil platform in the 
US operated Mubarak oilfield in 
the Gulf. 


"It’s the news about Iran 
which is causing some short- 
covering,” a dealer in Frankfurt 
said, as the dollar touched 
European highs of 1.6640 West 
German marks and 124.55 
Japanese yen after closing in 
Tokyo at 1.6565 and 123.78. 

The pound sterling, a 
‘petrocurrency’ because of Brit- 
ish North Sea oil. also attracted 
investors and rose to touch 3.15 
marks, up on a 3.135 Friday 
dose. It also rose above S 1 .89. 

Speculation 

Its strength prompted specula- 
tion that Britain might nave to 
cut interest rates again to make 
sterling less attractive to inter- 
national investors — or see it rise 
to levels that damage exports. 
The possibility of cheaper borr- 
owing helped fuel a brisk rally on 
the London stock market, 
dealers said. 

The FTSE index of 100 British 
blue chip stocks began at 1 ,794.6, 
up 16 from Friday's dose, and 
touched 1.800 later, as the 
market shrugged off a decline in 


Tokyo and took heart from the 
way Wall Street stabilised at the 
end of last week after its 101- 
point Thursday nosedive. 

Oil shares were firm on news of 
the hostilities in the Gulf. 

A cargo of North Sea crude oil 
traded in Europe at $ 17.38 a 
barrel for June, loading, up nearly 
40 cents from Friday. 

Tokyo's Nikkei share average 
had ended down 222.12 points, 
or 0.83 per cent, at 26,671.45 
because of worries that Wall 
Street might be headed for fur- 
ther volatility, following the 
plunge it made last Thursday on 
news of a widened US trade 
defidt for February. 

Tadaaki Uehara, deputy gen- 
eral manager of Wako Securities 
in Tokyo, noted that Wall 
Street's Dow Jones industrial 
average ended last week only just 
above 2,000 points, and said: "In 
order for the Nikkei to maintain 
levels above 27,000, New York 
has to stay around or above 
2 , 000 - 

While the dollar finned on the 


news from the Gulf, dealers said 
there was underlying ‘bearish- 
ness' about its longer term prosp- 
ect because of the stubbornly 
high US trade deficit. 

Some Tokyo dealers believed 
the Bank of Japan had bought 
dollars today, renewing the 
intervention by central banks 
seen last week when news of the 
US February deficit of $13.83 
billion sent the dollar skidding. 

"Everyone wants to push the 
dollar down, but after massive 
Central Bank intervention on 
Thursday and Friday, no one is 
keen to make the start,” one 
dealer in Tokyo said. 

Weaker 

Worries about a weaker dollar 
and the way it would pinch 
export earnings were cited by 
Frankfurt brokers when Ger- 
man shares began the week lower 
in very thin trading. The Paris 
Bourse 50-share indicate also 
began slightly lower.

India world’s 
largest 
supplier of 
precious 
stones 

NEW DELHI, April 18, (Kuna}: 
India has emerged the world’s 
largest supplier of precious 
stones. 

Till two years ago, India was 
handling annually 30 million 
carats (five grams make a carat), 
but last year about 48 million 
carats were shipped out of the 
country, says an association of 
diamond dealers. 

It is expected that India will 
export diamonds and other 
precious stones worth Rs. 20,000 
million during the current finan- 
cial year. 

The most noted buyer of 
Indian diamonds is Japan. The 
continuous appreciation of the 
Japanese yen is believed to have 
triggered demand for diamonds. 
Since Japan prefers large sized 
stones, Indian dealers ana crafts- 
men have adapted themselves to 
the new demand. Japan accoun- 
ted of 20 per cent of India 
exports. 

Consistent 

Japan has been consistent 
buyers since 1986. The United 
Stales and West Germany are 
other majqr buyers of the Indian 
diamonds. 

There is nothing India cannot 
produce in diamonds, said a 
prominent dealer adding that 
some of the Non-Resident 
Indians businessmen have fan- 
ned out to Israel, the traditional 
diamond capital of the world. 

The demand for large sized 
diamonds went down with the 
recession and now there is a 
revival. Israel is now losing 
ground to India. 

According to Diamonds 
Exports Association the large 
quantity of diamonds are expor- 
ted from Bombay. Thetrditional 
supremacy of trade in the 
diamonds trade has been 
challenged by India. 

The cutting and polishing out- 
fits in various areas of the coun- 
try have been activated by the 
surge of international demand 
for diamonds. Some half a 
million artisans are engaged 
countrywide m diamond cutting 
and polishing business. 

Concurrently with growing 
exports, diamond dealers are 
importingsophisticated macbin- 
ary. Several processing units 
have been installed. Some of the 
lase based cutting machines have 
also been imported. 

It helped to cut the diamond 
against grains and with the

UN calls for action on debt relief

tressed countries without first 
resolving their current debt 
problems.

US, Europe far apart on farm subsidies 


VANCOUVER, British Colum- 
bia, April 18, (AP): Trade mini- 
sters of countries responsible for 
two-thirds of the world's com- 
merce made little progress on 
farm subsidies and Japanese 
trade barriers at a weekend meet- 
ing on new global trading rules. 

Envoys from the United 
States, Japan, Canada and the 
12-nation European Economic 
Community reported some 
agreement in principle, but more 
disagreement during their 
secluded retreat in western Can- 
ada. 

Objective 

"Progress in this particular 
session has certainly hot been sig- 
nificant.” US Trade Represen- 
tative Clayton Yeutter said on 
differences concerning the 
billions of dollars spent subsidis- 
ing the world’s farmers to 
produce exports no one wants to 
buy. 


Yeutter repeated the US 
government’s tall for an end of 
farm subsidies by the year 2000 
and an agreement by December 
establishing a framework for 
phasing them out. 

"Our friends in Europe con- 
sider that an unrealistic objective 
...” Yeutter told yesterday's news 
conference. “If 12 years is too 
soon, then let’s look aL 14 years. 
But let’s not conclude it’s impos- 
sible to rid the world of these 
onerous practices.” 

proposals 

He said EEC Trade Commis- 
sioner Willy De Clercq 
negotiated cautiously on the 
issue during the quadrilateral 
trade meeting on Quadra Island, 
100 miles (1 60 kilometres) north- 
west of Vancouver. 

At a news conference, 
however, De Clercq said the EEC 
had taken what he called a 
"courageous” decision to begin 


curbing farm production and 
spending. 

The EEC commissioner ter- 
med US proposals unreasonable 
and accused the Americans of 
talking free trade while practic- 
ing the opposite. 

"BoLh of us spend about $30 
billion (a year) to support farm- 
ing,” De Clercq said. “There are 
about 2.5 to 3 million fanners in 
the United States and 12 million 
in the European community. It's 
not difficult to draw the con- 
clusion which farmers are more 
supported.” 

He said under one US 
programme, nearly 12 million 
tons of subsidised wheal have 
been sold to the Soviet Union in 
the past year. 

C)e Clercq said any agreement 
on agriculture must be part of a 
“global package” under the 95- 
nation General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade, which is being 


renegotiated in Geneva. The 
GATT agreement pledges its 
members to free trade. 

The so-called “global pack- 
age" urged by De Clercq should 
also cover such topics as invest- 
ment, services and improved 
access forThird World goods, he 
said. 

Canadian Trade Minister 
John Crosbie said he hoped for a 
compromise on farm subsidies 
by the GATT midterm review 
meeting set for December in 
Montreal. 

‘‘We would like to get 
agreement on a freeze on any 
further steps in this direction,” 
he said.

Navratilova routs Sabatini for title 


AMELIA ISLAND, Fla., April 
18, (Reuter): Second seed Mar- 
tina Navratilova woo her fifth 
straight title yesterday when she 
crushed third seed Gabriel a 
Sabatini 6-0 6-2 in the final of the 
S300.000 Florida Clay Court 
Championships. 

Navratilova, ranked second in 
the world, has compiled a 30-1 
record this year with her only loss 
coming at the hands of long time 
rival Chris Evert in thesemifinals 
of the Australian Open in Jan- 
uary.

The final was as big a disap- 
pointment as the Wembley 
crowd — about 20,000. less than 
a quarter-full, although at its 
peak on Saturday the attendance 
touched 40,000. 

Earlier yesterday, in the 


semifinals. Forest had struggled 
against Fourth Division Tran- 
mere, who on Saturday disposed 
of Wimbledon and Newcastle, 
both of the First Division. 

Tranmere twice led but Forest 
pulled back both times and the 
match went to penalties. Ian 
Muir, who had scored both 
Tranmere goals, stepped up first 
in the shoot-out but Sutton saved 
it and Stuart Pearce scored for 
ForesL 

Wednesday earned their final 
place with a 2-1 victory over 
Manchester United, substitute 
Colin West grabbing the winner 
with a splendid 30-metre drive.

Budd receives strong 
support as British 
athletics faces crisis 


LONDON. April 18. (Reuter): 
Beleagured Zola Budd received 
strong support yesterday from 
fellow athletes and officials as 
British athletics faced the worst . 
crisis in its history. 

One top official even accused 
the International Amateur Ath- 
letic Federation ( I A AF) of “ban- 
ana-republic politics." 

All British athletes face a ban- 
from international competition, 
including the Olympics, if their 
national governing body refuse 
to bow to the demand of their 
international counterparts to 
suspend Budd-for 12 months: 
Rules 

Budd. a naturalised Briton, 
was found guilty on Saturday of 
breaking IAAF rules by taking 
part in a meeting in her native 
South Africa. 

The IAAF have threatened to 
suspend the British Amateur 
AlhJelic Board (BAAB) if they 
do not slap at least a one-year 
ban on her. 

But the lAAFs action was 
roundly condemned on Sunday. 

Budd's coach and an English 
official talked of 'blackmail', and 
two Seoul-bound athletes said 
Budd should be backed even if it 
meant Britain missed the Olym- 
pics. 

A special meeting of the 
BAAB will be held next Sunday 
and one of their members. 
Amateur Athletics Association 
general-secretary Mike Farrell 
said: “We are in no-win situa- 
tion. We don't like being black- 
mailed and we will be discussing 
our legal position to see where we 
stand.” 

Budd was still making no com- 
ment from her Guildford home 
yesterday but coach J ohn Bryant 
said: “She’s dispirited to say the 
least. People can't keep giving in 
ail the lime to this type of black- 
mail.” 

Briton Hugh Jones, after earn- 


ing his marathon place in the 
Seoul Olympics following his 
fourth spot in the London 
marathon yesterday, said the 
BAAB would be “completely 
spineless and without principle.” 
if they did not support Budd.
